The Arlington H eights high .choel board decided at its 
m eeting Monday night to make public its present financial con­ 
dition, together with an appeal to the general public to invest 
in anticipation warrants of the d tiict. 
The financial state­ 
ment will appear in the next issue of the Herald. 
An outline 
of the plan of the board is to be found in another column of 
this issue. 


There are several reasons why warrants of the high school 
district can be called preferred paper. 


1. 
They will not slump in value as have thousands 
of bonds and stocks. 
Money invested therein is ab­ 
solutely safe. 


2. 
It is short tim e paper and will be redeemed in­ 
side of the next few months; probably within sixty 
days. 


3. 
Can be used in paym ent of taxes to the extent 
that the tax collector will accept said warrants and turn 
them over to the school board in lieu of tax funds. 


4. 
The board is showing conservatism by only is­ 
suing a part of what the law would allow. 


From a money standpoint and from a civie standpoint, those 
high school tax warrants are a good investm ent. 
Here is an 
opportunity for large tax payers and others to help out the 
schools, receive interest on their money while they are doing it 
and at the same time make a safe investm ent.

This does not in itself mean low­ 
er taxes, as this depends on the tax 
levies; also it has been found that 
there are new buildings since the 
last quadrennial assessm ent, and 
some that were in existence were 
not then on the books. 
Hard Work Brings Results 
The m any months of hard work 
on the part of Assessor J. Schwin- 
gel, his deputy, F. O. M ilitzer and 
the Citizens’ com mittee 
has 
born 
fruit. 
These group of men were 
not content in just “kicking” about 
the high realty valuations. 
They 
spent days, weeks and months, in 
revaluation of the entire township. 
Maps were prepared, surveys made 
and 
tentative 
figures 
adopted. 
These were rechecked 
and when 
they were convinced that their fig­ 
ures and method of 
determining 
values was sound, they turned them 
over to the office 
of 
the county 
board of assessors. Representatives 
of that office checked tho 
figures 
visited the various properties and 
scrutinized every 
recommendation 
that the local assessor and his as­ 
sistants had made. 
A group of men from the Chica­ 
go office spent some time in W heel­ 
ing township. There 
were many 
special m eetings of the committee 
to iron out difficulties, but when the 
I job^ was completed it represented 
| probably the most thorough on the 
i part of a local advisory group of 
any township in the county. 
These men received assurances 
* some tim e ago that the reduction? 
-'n value? 
recommended 
by them 
were b a sely sound, but they were 
, anted to give out n j figures until 
| the b om i of assessors 
had made 
I their official decision and definitely 
' established the valuation?,

Thus it w as 
no 
surprise to 
j Messrs Schwingel and M ilitzer and 
others on the committee that large 
! reductions in the 
township had 
been authorized by the assessors. 
While the news story to the Chica­ 
go press did not state the percent­ 
age of reduction in W heeling town­ 
ship alone, it is known that it was 
greater than the 18 per cent aver­ 
age for the group of five townships. 
It is even hinted that the reduction 
in that township is as much as 25 
per cent in many cases. 
The 1928 valuations on these five 
townships totaled $54,150,328; the 
1931 valuations (after 
deducting 
new 
construction 
and 
property 
then left off the tax rolls) is $43,- 
980,138. 
This is $10,170,190 less, 
or 18.7 per cent. 
Considering the present assessed 
properties, however, totaling $47,- 
40G,905, the decrease in total val­ 
uations is only 12.4 per cent. 
New buildings and other previ­ 
ously not assessed total 
in these 
five townships mount up to $3,426,- 
767.

26 
I liked my garden project very 
much this summer.

I sold the tomatoes to my mother 
and friends. 
Prices were low so 
$5 is a good price for the tomatoes 
I raised. 


WAGE PROJECT 


John Baptist 
East Prairie School 
I began my project on March I, 
1931. My father had the land plow­ 
ed for me. My garden was in two 
parts, one which was about 5.000 
square feet (50x100) and the other 
about 45712 square feet. 
Mv gar­ 
den consisted of tomatoes, beans, 
corn, sweet and 
field. 
I planted 
radishes, muskmelons, beets, car­ 
rots, set onions, 
peppers, squash, 
cabbage, cucumber, potatoes, egg­ 
plant and a few' other things. 
The w'eeds were mv worst ene­ 
mies. 
Day after day I worked in 
my garden. 
Once it took me one 
week to get rid of the weeds in 
my tomato patch. 
It was hard 
work, but the toil wras fun. it made 
me a robust, active, healthy, boy. 
I sold my vegetables at the m ar­ 
ket. I got very good nrofits out of 
it. In my larger patch, I had some 
prize winning tomatoes. 
We nev­ 
er picked anv at 
all 
from 
that 
patch, for although 
most of our 
profit lay in that patch, hard luck 
was with me and the cut worms ate 
and destroyed at least IOO bushels 
of tomatoes which 
would 
have 
meant $50 to me. I never gave up 
though drv weather threatened me. 
On Sept. 27. I feared frost, be­ 
cause the weather drooped to 35 de­ 
grees. 
So at night I got up and 
burned the com stalks w’hich wrere 
put there for that purpose. 
I sold all my radishes at the m ar­ 
ket. I planted tw’o crons of them. 
My cucumbers came up beautifully. 
We nicked a barrel. 
With my tomatoes 
my mother 
put up about six dozen and w’e sold 
or gave awray the others. 
I will now give some of the de­ 
scription of my crops. 
T have a 
pumpkin w'hich is about 36 inches 
around; black radishes about six­ 
teen inches around; tomatoes, six­ 
teen and a half around: and mv corn 
was fourteen inches long. And I 
also hav« many other lam e crons. 
I planted watermelons which were 
a great success. 
In other w’ords, 
all my crops w'ere 
a tremendous 
success. 
My expenses were $18.55. and 
my income w'as $70.10- which leaves 
me $51.55 my net profit. With this 
I bought my clothes and put some 
in the bank.

ILLINOIS BANKERS 
ASSOCIATION TO ASK 
FOR BETTER LAWS 
Believing that the 
experience 
during the past two years in Il­ 
linois has demonstrated the need 
of revision in banking laws to as­ 
sure greater protection of deposits, 
the Illinois Bankers association is 
preparing a 
draft for a 
revised 
banking act to lie presented to the 
next General Assembly. 
It is the belief of the Associa­ 
tion that a special state depart­ 
ment established and devoted sole­ 
ly to bank supervision would aid 
materially in bringing in an era of 
better 
banking conditions in 
Il­ 
linois. 
This department would be 
in charge of an appointed head and 
kept free from
